tex Peruvianus, ſuffer'd great Changes in the Opinion 
of the World, having at firſt been cry d up as famous 
Lithontripticks, and to have the Power of diſfolving 
Stones of the hardeſt Texture, if they: were con- 
tinued for a length of time.—Mrs. Stevens Solvent, 
which made ſo much noiſe in the World was by 
the Chevalier de Coetlogon, and others, prov'd to be 
only an acrid vegetable Salr, combin'd with a mere 


| earthy Calx; and it's qualities fell far ſhort of its 


Character; as it was attended with inconveniences , 
moſt other Medicines of a ſimular Nature are, 
which is their unalterable Property of palling and 
weakening the Power of the Stomach and Ingefta; 
beſore a Quantity ſufficient to promiſe a Cure could 
de taken; and is the reaſon they were laid aſide as 
deleterious. 5 | 
Far in many Inſtances where the Stones were 
ſmall of a looſe texture, and the Paſſages favoui'd 
their Expulſion, ſuch Medicines have done ſome ſer- 
vice; and from their ſeeming Efficacy, in ſuch fight 
Caſes, were extoll'd as Specificks and their Fame 
for a Time rais'd to a great height. From ſuch pow- 
erfull Solvents Remedies of great Worth might have 
been drawn, if the Faculty had employ'd a little of 
their Time in procuring Medicines of fit properties 
| to have accompany'd them in their Operation, and 
that would have defended the Stomach, &c. from

IT has hitherto been held a FI Maxim in 
Phyſic, that it's more Credit to the Artiſt to cute a

& fince the Operation of Lithotomy (at beſt dreadful) 
has been perform'd with tolerable Succeſs ; Men have 


left off all Purfuits aſter a Medicinal Cure, 
ApurrTit1NG it is very troubleſome in fuch a re- 


ſearch, yet confidering the ſuture advantage of it, at the 


fame time reflecting on the numbers that die of the 
Stone, who are improper Objects for undergoing the 
Operation; ard that the Seaſon of the Year, Age 


and Conſtitution of the Patient, mutt all conſpire to 


render it Succeſsfull ; there is till great inducement 
for any of Ability to employ himſelf in ſuch a Way, 
eſpecially when it's Conſider'd that the Diſeaſe at it's 


| begining as eaſily admits of a Cure as moſt other 


Chronic ones: ſuch a remedy muſt be poſſeſt of 
peculiar Properties for deſtroying the adheſion and 
texture of hard and Solid Stones, and muſt be di- 
veſted of that part of their Acrimony which readers 
them ſo offenſive to the Stomach, and lateſtings, and 
yet have a Power left ſufficiently ſtrong to adt when 
attiv d at the laſt Secretioa of the Body.

Of te KIDNEYS. 


Ax human Body contains two Kidneys, both 
plac'd in the Abdomen, or lower Belly; the Right 
is ſeated under a part of the Liver, the Left 


neatly between the Spleen and Muſculus Lumbaris, 


both under the Meſentery or Duplicature of the 


Peritoneum. 


In Man, the right Kidney 1s ſomewhat lower 
than the Left, but in Quadrupeds, the Left is 
generally ſo. 

Tazy have each two Membranes, the 83 
of which, joins them to the Loins and Diaphragm, 
and are faſtened to the Bladder by the Ureters; 
they are of a glandulous Subſtance, interſpers'd 

with

with an infinite number of ſmall Pipes or Canals, 


= and in figure, much reſemble a Bean, from 


whence the Name, Kidney Bean. 

THE v receive. their Blood-veſfels from the Vena 
Cava and Aorta, by the Emulgent Arteries, whoſe 
numberleſs Ramifications extend thro' the whole 
ſubſtance of the Kidneys, and terminate in Glands 
of a globular form, which compoſe the cortical 
part of the Kidney, of about half an Inch thick 
and of a Liyer colour. 

Fon each of theſe Glands, iſſue out the 
Tubuli Belliniani which extend themſelves toward 
the Pelyis, or internal cavity of the Kidneys, and 
form the Papillz, adjoining to which, is the 
Canal call'd Fiſtula Membranacea, thro' which 
the Urine is convey'd, that it might be diſ- 
charg'd by the Ureters into the Bladder. 

Tue Blood remaining after the ſectetion of 
Urge 13 remitted to the "Heart, by the minute 
capillary Veins which ariſe from the extremities 


ot the arterial Branches, being inclos'd in the 


| ſame Capfular with the Artery, that terminates 


at the Cava. 
Trent are likewiſe a multiplicity of muſcular

Of the URETERS. 


Tura are alſo two Ureters which pierce the 
ſubſtance of the Kidneys, and convey the Urine 
from their Cavity into the Bladder; they are 
generally of the ſize of a Gooſe-quill, are mem- 
branous and fiſtulous, and of unequal Diamerer, 
obſtructions of the Ureters are of infinite conſe- 
| quence to the Patient, occaſioning 4 ſuppreſſion of 
Urine, and if either is afflicted, a Strangury

Of the BLADDER, er Vesica Uaixanra. 


Tar Bladder is compos'd of three Membranes, 
the Exterior common from the Peritonzum, the 
other two proper to themſelves; the middle one

while the circular K. by leſſening it's Dimen- 
ſions, procure the diſcharge of Urine. 

Tre inward Membrane is nervous, and of an 
exquiſite feeling, hence is accounted for the 
violence of the Inflamation when the Urine is 
become acrimonious, by being too long retain'd, 
as it's provd to be the moſt putrid of all 
known Liquors. | 

THz Bladder would be ſubject to many more 
Accidents, was it not defended on all ſides with 
a vaſt number of Glands. 

Ir is a kind of Reſervoir, which receives the 


_ Urine of the Kidneys, that it might not be 


evacuated continually, and againſt our conſent; 


as I oace obſerv'd in a Boy, that us'd to 80 


begging among the Faculty, ſubmitting himſelf 
to their inſpection, having no Bladder at all, 
Fox the more eaſy emiſſion of the Urine, 
Nature has furniſh'd it with a ſufficient excretory 
duQ, which is the Urethra, and being tender 


like the inward Membrane of the Bladder, has 


lin'd it in the ſame marner with Glands, which 
emit a ſlimy Mucus that defends the Paſſage from 
being excoriated by the Urine and other Dangers 


it might elſe be expos'd to. 


Born 


Born the Bladder and Urethra derive their 
Veins and Arteries, from the Epigaſtricks and 
Nliac Nerves, and from the Pelvis of the Abdo- 
men, and by communication or ſympathy are 
often equally affected in an acute inflamatory 


Diſeaſe. 
And as from the unnatural temperature or ill 


| habit of the Urine, whoſe Quality will likewiſe 
be deſcrib'd hereafter, proceed the various Diſ- 
eaſes of inflammation, Stones, Gravel, and all ſa- 
| bulons Concretions; I ſhall lightly run thro' it's 
conſtituent Principles, that it's nature may be 
underſtood.

Trar the Urine is an elementary Fluid, is 
evidently demonſtrated by the frequent experiments 
| of our Chymiſts upon it, from whence they 
extract an inſipid Lymph, volatile Spirit, an acid 
Salt, ſome Oyl, and a fixd Salt, which yields 
the earthy Sediment, perceiv'd after it bas *

Indio whoever has a turn for natural Philo- 


ſophy may perceive that, wimout the help of 
Chyanſtry : lince it's Principles are contain'd in 
thoſe

thoſe mixtures which ſerve for our Aliment, and 
participates alſo of the four Elements; and the 
more one of theſe is predominant in the Ali- 

ments we take moſt freely of; the more is the 
_ Urine impregnated with it's Principles—and clearly 
evinces the neceſſity of a proper Regimen, being 


laid down in the Cure of the Stone, or other 
Complaints of that kind. 
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TON 
H E Stone called in Latin (Calculus) from 
it's reſemblance of Stones of the Earth; is 
found by an Analyſis, or Decompoſition, to conſiſt 
as well as Urine, of an Earth, Air, Oyl, and vo- 
latile Salt, and that ſuch ſubſtances are capable 
of torming bodies of the hardeſt Texture, by at- 
traction or adheſion ; is clearly prov'd in the mak- 
ing of Glaſs; which is a Combination of Earth, 
(or Sand) and Salt, with fix'd Air, which is prov'd 
to be the cement of the Stone; they are of very 
different degrees of Denſity and Cohefion, ſome 
being ſo looſe and friable, as to crumble to pieces 
| between the fingers, while others have been taken 
from the Body of ſuch a Compact and flinty Na- 
ture, as to have ſtruck fire in colliſion with Steel, 
from which confideration, the vio'ence and Cure

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of the Symptoms of the Stone muſt be various, 


ſome yielding to à few doſes of a gentle diuretic, 
when in others it is neceſſary to continue a ſtron- 
ger Medicine for a length of time to diſſolve and 


expell it. But certain it is, that a Stone cannot 


be form'd without a Nucleus, which is the ſub- 


ſtance that generates it, and may be produced 


yarious ways; in St. Thomas's Hoſpital, a piece 
of Bougie by accident, flipt in, and was left in 
the Bladder, and generated a Stone; ia Guy's 


a bit of a leaden Probe did the ſame; a drop 
of Blood will be productive of it: from which it 
is plain the Diſeaſe may ariſe from extravaſated 


Blood, or from an eroſion by the Aciimony of 
the Urine itſelft, or the Operation of Cantharides 
and other violent Stimulants of that nature; à col 


a Nucleus and ſo become a Stone, which if ne- 


glected, never fails to accumulate even to a pro- 


digious Size, ſome baving been cut out of the 
Bladder, fo large as to meaſure Eleven-inches round, 
and weigh Seventeen Ounces, or more, and in 
the Hoſpital de la Chari'i® is a Stone, which 
weigh'd when firſt extracted Fifty-one Ounces.

lection of ſaburrous Gravel will concrete and form

rough and compoſed of angularPoints, almoſt as 
ſharp as Needles, which accounts for the vio- 
lence of the Pain after making Water, occaſion'd 
by the Bladder when empty, contracting round 
it, and very often to ſuch a degree as to wound 
the tender Fibrills of the Nerves, and cauſe a 
Delirium, diſcharge of Blood, Ec. 

Tus Cauſes of the Stone may alſo be Irregu- 
larities in the non-naturals, or from drinking tos 
freely of unfermented Liquors; as new Beer, and 
ſome of the ſweet and raw Wines: Eating too 
much of unripe Fruits of an earthy taſte.— 
There are likewiſe fome kinds of Food that are 
ſuppoſed to generate the Stone, as Eels and 
Lampreys that feed in the Mud, alfo Water- 
fowls. But the moſt common Cauſe of all, is a 
retention of acrimonious Urine, by inducing Ob- 
ſtructions in the Paſſage, or a conſtriction of 
the Sphincter of the Bladder, or the Bladder 
itſelf not being ſufficiently empty'd before a re- 
peated Secretion enſues, by which a ſaburrous 
Matter adheres to ſome part of it, and by a 
continued accumulation becames a Stone.—The 
Antients talk of a Succus Lapidificus, which J 
look upon as merely fabulous ; ho I do not 
deny but that in ſome Caſes, the Diſeaſe may 

be

be hereditary, and deriv'd from either Parent, as 
we find Infants ſeverely tortured with this 
Diſeaſe, who have only fed on Milk and ſuck 
like Diet, that in itſelf has no tendency to pro- 
duce the Stone. 

IT will be needleſs to dwell longer on the 
Cauſes of the Stone, as this is intended more to 
ſerve the Patient than inſtrut the Artiſt; I ſhall 
therefore defer writing largely on the Subject, till 
a more fit Opportunity, having an extenfive Buſi- 
neſs upon my hands, which at preſent J have 


not convenience to quit entirely. 
The SywurToMs of the ST ONE. 


Frxom what has been ſaid upon the Subject, 
it's plain the Symptoms of the Stone muſt be 
various; as in ſome only, a ſenſe of weight in 
the Bladder is felt, with a dull obtuſe Pain, and 
now and then obſtrutions in making Water, while 
in others it is violent and intenſe, exciting great 
Thirſt, Fever, nauſea and vomiting, ſometimes a 
total ſurpreſſion of Urine, and at other times 
ting d with Blood, ſometimes a delirium and con- 
ſtant watching, all which can only be palliated 
at that time; as They are entirely Symptomatic. 
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Ir is eaſy to judge whether the Patient has 
the Stone or not, by obſerving the preceding and 
following Symptoms, ſome or all of which are con- 
ſtantly attendant on it; as ſometimes frequent incli- 


nation to make Water, by the Stone ſtimulating 
the Sphincter of the Bladder: If the Stone is 


large, it may likewiſe be obſerv'd to move upon 


| haſtily turning when in Bed, from fide to fide. — 


A Symptom not leſs frequent than any, is an 
itehing or uncommon titillation on the Glans 
Penis, or Nut of the Yaid. But the moſt inva- 
riable Symptom of all, is an acute Pain in the 
Bladder, generally near the Neck, after having 
made Water; by it's contracting round the Stone 
as was mention'd beſore: The degree of Pain 


is in proportion to its ſize, roughneſs of its out- 


| fide, and other circumſtances of the like Nature. 


Tur Symptoms are ſo very peculiar and intel- 
ligible, that it's hardly to be miſtaken for the 
Cholic, which is the only Diſeaſe it approaches. 
But if after all the Patient ſhould want to be 
eoahrm'd in hi; Opinion, he may apply to an 


expert Surgeon, who by introducing a Catheter 
or Sound, will inſtantly fatisfy him—if it is of 
fize ſufficient to make the leaft ſenſible refiſtance.

Tart Fit of the Stone may with propriety be 
compard in a meaſure to the Symptoms of an 


intermittent Fever, as a feveriſh Heat always 
prevails, the Complaints are heighten'd during 
the Fit, and the Pain ſucceeding the making of 
Water is never ſo great as while the Fit laſts. 
Some People in the Stone even when it is large, 
feel but little Pain, or never at all when the 
Fit is abſent, but can judge of its approach, by a 
rumbling of the Inteſtines, Pain, and ſometimes 
ſickneſs at the Stomach, frequent inclinations to 
make Water, and various other indications, tho' 
it is not truly periodical, 'tis certainly an inter- 
mittent Diſeaſe; as we obſerve Patients often 
enjoy great Eaſe during the Paroxyſm, and yet 
the Diſeaſe remains as before; which clearly evin- 
ces there muſt be a certain diſpoſition of the Body 
to bring on the Fit, and as it is of the infla- 
matory Kind, being in fact, induc'd as all other 
ſimple inflamatory Fevers are, by a Stimulus: anti- 
phlogiſtics and laxatives may be given, ſuch 
as ſmall quantities of Barley-water with a little 
Gum Arabic and Nitre, by way of cooling and 
blunting the Ardour of Urine. Alſo a laxative 
Draught, compos'd of Manns and Oyl with about 
a Dram of Tartarum Solubile. Vena Section to

the Quantity of eight or ten Ounces of Blood 
or more, it of a fanguine Habit; and tho' theſe 
| means are not to be rely'd upon as curative, 
yet they greatly tend to ſhorten the Fit, and 
procure a temporary Eaſe. 


Of the REGIME N proper in the Stowe & 


GRAVEL. 


When a Patient finds himſelf attack d with the 
Stone, or a diſpoſition to it by a gravelly Sedi- 
ment in his Urine, a Pain in making Water, 
or in the Kidneys, Sc. he ſhould inſtantly 
change his Diet for that of the moft light and 
_ nournhing, at the fame Time eating moderate 
| Suppers, which ſhould be Panada, Rice-milk, 

or ſuch like Food, as, if the Stomach is ſur- 
charg'd by cating too freely, Degeſtion is im- 
perfectly carried on, whence Flatulencies, want 
' of Sleep, Ec. ate produc'd, and the Dileaſe 
heighten'd by the Urine becoming crude and ill 
orepar'd. 

His Drink ſhould be of a well fermented 
generous nature, as old Mountain, or Port- and 
Water, weak Rum or Brandy-punch. with now 
and then a draught of Barley-water, or {ſomething - 


bordering on the faponaceous kind, moderate 
Diuretics 
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Diuretics do great ſervice ia the Gravel, or 
begining of the Stone, by exciting the Bladder 
to frequent emiſſions of Urine, by which it is 
prevented from depoſiting that earthy Matter which 
it abounds with in this Caſe. 

Bor in the Stone in the Kidneys, which 1: 
too large to paſs the Ureters; or in the Blad- 
der, that cannot be emitted thro' the Urethra, 
ſuch ſtimulants would do great Injury, by forc- 
ing it if ſmall enough, into the Paſſage, and 
bring on a total ſuppreſſion of Urine, which it 
not reliev'd in time by the help of a Catheter, 
would endanger the Patients Life; as ia 0 
confirmd a Caſe, no reliance muſt be made on 
Diuretics, but recourſe had to ſolvent Medicines, 
which will abrade its rough ſurface and leſſen 
it's Dimenſions, and by continuing in their ule 
totally difſolve it, or deſtroy it's adheſive Proper- 
ties, and by that means break it into pieces, 
which will lay it more open to the power of 
the Medicine, in proportion ' to the number of 
their ſurfaces. 

Ir it is brought on by a too free uſe of ſweet 
ill fermented Ale, or any other Malt-liquor ; the 
total diſuſe of. it, changing it for ſome of theſe 
before propos d, with a few doles of a Diutetic 
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Medicine, will be ſufficient in moſt light Caſes 
to effect a Cure. | 

A vegetable Diet is not ſo apt to produce the 
Stone, as ſome have imagined, tho' there is a 
material difference in the effects of Cifterent 
Fruits and Vegetables, as Apples, Cherries and 
Raſberries, with ſome others are gentle Diure- 
tics and encreaſe the ſecretion of Urine.—yet 
dry'd Peaſe, Nuts | and Barley, are liable to 
produce it, as we ſee by thoſe who drink great 
quantities of ſtꝛong Malt-liquors ; whilſt Celery, 
Kerſeradiſh, Parſley, Ec. are all of the diuretic 
kind, and are great aurillaries in the cure 
of the Gravel; and what till conſums us in the 
above obſervation, is, that the French who drink 
ſo little Malt-liquor, are troubled with this Diſ- 
eaſe leſs than any other; while on the Contrary, 
the Engliſh ace more ſubject to it than any other 
Nation in the World. 


In flight gravelly Complaints as I have before 


obſerv'd, an abſtemious Diet; right uſe of Li- 
quors; with a few Doſes of Medicine, ſuch az 
will be ſhewn hereafter; and proper gentle Ex- 
ereiſe; of which the moſt ſalutary, is riding on 
Horſeback, as by that the Fluids of the Body 
are gently agitated, and OO

Water often excited, and the efforts of the 


Medicine aſſiſted; ſuch a Courſe! will almoſt al- 


ways ſucceed. 


Bur in the Stone (if large) ſuch means would 


be highly improper, as in that caſe the Fits would 


be brought on oft'ner, and the Medicine evacuated 


too ſoon to act upon it as a Solvent.

Lead and others: If a Perſon has had a Go- 
northæa or Clap a number of tines he rarely 
eſcapes them in one part of the Paſſage or 
neck of the Bladder. It is a natural Con- 
ſequence, and may be perceiv'd that the Skin 
of any part of the Body is drawn together or 
contracted, when there has been an Ulcer or 
(Folutio Continui heal'd there, which makes it 
obvious that Ulcer upon Ulcer muſt conſiderably 
leſſen the internal Cavity of the urinary Paſſage, 
and make the ftream of Water much ſmaller 
than in it's natural State, if the Excreflences

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was found to be as friable as a piece of Sugar 
in that State. 15 all probability if a proper- 
Solvent Medicine had been repeatedly given it 
with the Doſe adapted to it's tender Age, it 
might have recovered; as a Stone of fo looſe 
conſiſtence, generally gives way te 4 few 
Doſes, or if chere had been more than one Stone 
of the fame nature in the Bladder, it would 
without doubt have ſurvived longer, as by the 
continual agitation and motion of the Urine, one

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ternatural largeneſs of the ſecretory Glands; a 
Quantity of ſuch Matter is carried with the 
Urine into the Bladder, and there by the inac- 
tivity of the Childs diſpoſition, is ſuffer'd to 
depoſit it freer than it would if it could bear 
to be moved as Children in Health generally 
do.——And that ination and Reſt contributes 
more than all to the growth of the Stone, is 


evident from it's encreaſing ſo faſt in an urinal 


where it is not agitated to and fro. 

In agile Perſons, who are ſubject for Years 
to only flight Complaints of the Gravel and Stone, 
when there is a diſpoſition to Concrete; it

deterging it of what ſaburrous Matter remain'd | 
there, and if it is too much us d; fo as to 
make Labour and Fatigue of it, the Mucus 
that lines the internal ſurface of the Bladder, is 
diſcharg'd with the Urine likewiſe; in which _ 
Caſe the laſt ſeems preternaturally hot, as in a

Is Children nothing can be more proper than 
a Milk Diet, as it prevents in a meaſure violent 
Inflamation, and may iu all poſſibility retard the 
growth of the Stone; Honey when it is not 
too opening, ſucceeds well either in Children or 
grown Perſons, as it's impoſſible for a Fit of 
the Stone to come on without an inflamatory 
diſpoſition of the Body, and Honey and ſuch 
things are known to prevent it; Mead which 
ib made of that and Water is a very proper. 
Liquor to be drank in the Stone and Gravel, 
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and being lightly ſaponaceous, may contribute a 
little to the evacuation of the Saburra. 

Manna is a pretty Purge for Children when 
neceſſary, but Glyſters of that and infuſion of 
Sena with a little Oyl ſucceed beſt, and ſhould 
be given at the beginning of a Fit, as they ate 
found greatly to ſhorten it's duration. The ſame 
Medicine requird in the Cure of Adults is 

equally proper in Children, only the Doſe muſt. 
be leſſened, and they are in general found te 
be cur'd full as eaſy as Men or Women. 


| From what has been ſaid, it cannot with 
Reaſon be ſuppos d a Rule can be laid down 
for the quantity of Medicine neceſſary to be 
taken in the Cure of the Stone; the diverſity, 
number, ſize and conſiſtence of them, renders 
it impoſſible; it alſo happens that one Medicine 


in different Conſtitutions acts more or leſs favour- 


able, for what in one alters not in the leaſt 
the temperature of the Body, or proves lightly 
aſtringent, may in another occaſion a Laxneſs 
and frequency of Stools, in which caſe a part 
of the Medicine is carried thro' the inteſtines, 
without at all acting on the Stone; if ſuch an 
Effect ſhould ſucceed the taking my Medicine,

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(the in a Hundred T do not meet with it) 1 
would adviſe a little toaſted Nutmeg, or half 2 
glaſs of Tent and Brandy to be taken; or on 
the contrary, if a coſtiveneſs ſhould intervene 
during it's uſe, a Scruple of powder Rhubarb, 
taken in a little Liſbon or white Port, will as 
efteQually remove that: but ſuch elaborate Pains 
has been taken in it's Preparation, that Ninety- 
nine out of a Hundred will have no occaſiow 


to uſe any Auxilliary in that reſpect, which is 


no inconfiderate recommendation to the taking the 
Medicine, and enſuring Succeſs from it. 

Non can there be much greater certainty in 
direQing when to omit the Medicine entirely; 
25 it frequently happens that the curative Effect? 
of it ate fo ſudden as to make the Patient 


Imagine by taking perhaps only two or three 


large Bottles he is perfectly curd, which he is“ 
led to believe ſtom the extraordinary Eafe he 
enjoys, accounted for, by the Stone being of 4 
ſofter Texture than moſt, and having had 2 
number of aſperities and angular Points in it, 
was the occaſion of the great Pain felt before. 
Now when the Urine is fully faturated with 
the Solvent, it acts upon it more effeQually, than 


if of a cloſer umon, and by irs gentle ſtimulus 


moving 
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moving it againſt the ſides of the Bladder (and 
ſcom the attrition of the Urine itſelf,) abrades 
it's Surface and renders it ſmooth and even, 
which rever fails to contribute to the Eaſe of 
the Patient, and often makes him believe it's 
Subſtance entirely deſtroy'd, thro which he 
leaves off taking the Medicine too ſoon. f 

Tue above Circumſtance of perfect Eaſe be- 
fore the Cure is performed, nevertheleſs does 
not often occur, in general a Pain is felt to 
the very laſt of it's ſolution and expulſion ; 
J cannot blame a Perſon for laying aſide the 
Remedy at a reaſonable time after ſuch Eaſe; 
as the worſt that can attend an Omiſſion of 
that ſort, is the neceſſity of reſuming it's uſe, 
which will be ſoon after, as it but rarely 
occurs that à Stone in ſuch a ſtate fails to 
accumulate anew, and induce freſh Complaints. 


I have not all along thought it neceſſary to 
make any material difference between the Gravel 
and Stone, (except in the Regimen) they being 
the ſame Diſeaſe in a different degree, it's im- 
poſſible to have the Stone without a prediſpoling 
graveily Complaint, unleſs the Cauſe is preter- 
natural, as an extraneous body being lodged in

the Bladder. At Guadalupe a Gentleman receiv'd 
a ſmall Bullet in an Engagement, which entered

that began the Concretion.
